He  bought  a  farm  of 
sixty  acres  near  Shakerstown,  seven  miles  from  Dayton,  where  he  resided  and  where 
his  daughter  Julia  Ann  was  born.  Later  he  bought  sixty  acres  and  an  additional 
hundred  acres,  lying  part  in  Green  and  part  in  Montgomery  Counties,  Ohio.  This 
property  was  also  about  seven  miles  from  Dayton.  He  built  a  church  on  his  farm 
and  gave  the  material  for  erecting  the  structure.  Following  the  morning  service  he 
would  invite  the  entire  congregation  into  his  farmhouse  to  dinner.  After  dinner 
they  would  have  afternoon  service. 

Mr.  Moler  would  sharpen  plows  and  shoe  his  neighbor’s  horses,  while  the  neighbors 
in  return  would  do  the  work  in  the  field. 

Later  in  life  he  removed  to  a  stone  cottage  on  Second  Street  in  Dayton.  His  wife 
died  in  this  home.  He  rented  and  then' sold  this  house  and  the  furniture  in  it.  Fol¬ 
lowing  the  death  of  his  wife  Mr.  Moler,  resided  with  his  daughter  Mrs.  Freeman 
for  seven  years,  after  which  he  lived  with  his  youngest  daughter  Mrs.  Kennedy  at 
Tippecanoe  City,  Ohio,  until  his  death  at  the  age  of  97,  on  June  13,  1894.

“My  most  illustrious  ancestor  (relative)  great  half  uncle  Grosvenor  Lowrey  was  the 
father  of  your  former  more  or  less  neighbor  (Sloatsburg,  N.  Y.)  Virginia  Lowrey 
Ball  Pearson  at  Cranberry  River,  Sterlington,  N.  Y.  She  was  divorced  from  Frank 
Ball  and  very  happily  married  to  Pearson.  A  few  years  ago  she  inherited  $200,000. 
from  the  aunt  she  was  named  for.  This  I  read  in  the  paper  for  I  haven’t  heard  from 
her  since  1934  . 

“I  found  an  old  scrapbook  made  from  an  old  ledger  of  William  Lowrey’s  and  he 
seemed  to  be  quite  a  carpenter  at  that  time  and  he  made  many  coffins.  The  price 
was  one  dollar  and  if  he  furnished  the  material  one  dollar  and  a  half.  He  also  had 
a  contract  for  building  a.  house  and  barn — one  hundred  and  sixty  dollars — they 
got  a  dollar  a  day  and  he  had  several  men  working  with  him  at  the  same  price.  He 
was  often  paid  in  potatoes,  apples,  cider  or  wood  and  many  times  the  value  was 
short  of  his  bill  and  he  wrote  ‘case  closed'.  Some  pages  had  not  been  filled  and  the 
paste  was  loose  on  others  so  I  got  that  information.”

Note  from  Grace  Lowrey  Kline  Moler,  dated  at  Scarsdale,  N.  Y.  August  23,  1942: 

“Concerning  the  Royal  and  Frankie  in  Aunt  Laura’s  letter,  I  was  the  only  blood 
relative  to  attend  Frank’s  funeral  in  Tarrytown  and  burial  in  Sleepy  Hollow.  He 
had  lived  at  Union  League  Club  and  led  a  gay  life  but  had  not  been  a  financial  suc¬ 
cess  and  used  up  his  inheritance  money.  Royal  I  never  knew  much  about  except 
that  he  was  considered  “wild”.  ‘Virnies’  children  had  measles  so  she  couldn’t  come 
when  Frank  died — Juliet  was  in  England  and  I  believe  Grosvenor  who  was  a  doctor 
remained  in  England  after  the  war  in  1918 — Grace  married  in  Canada  and  Jack  was 
engaged  to  a  society  girl  but  it  was  broken  off — Haven’t  heard  from  them  in  years 
but  know  Aunt  Kate  died — She  married  Herta  Reed  of  Canada  to  whom  she  had 
been  engaged  before  she  married  Uncle  Grove.  John  D.  Rockefeller  got  ‘solitude’ 
(the  family  home  at  Tarrytown)  for  the  mortgage  and  incorporatde  it  into  his 
estate  at  Pocantico  Hills — Uncle  Grove  mortgaged  it  and  sent  the  family  abroad 
to  live  cheaper  than  here — got  mother  and  dad  to  come  to  ‘Solitude’  to  act  as  care¬ 
takers  and  exercise  the  horses — Rented  the  lodge  house  at  tli  gate  and  quarters 
over  the  laundry  for  a  couple  of  years  in  order  to  put  every  available  cent  at  Edi¬ 
son’s  disposal — I  recall  ‘Solitude’  very  well — I  was  seven  years  old  when  we  lived 
there”—

From  New  York  Herald  April  22,  1893: 

“Grosvenor  P.  Lowrey  dead — Apoplexy  suddenly  carries  off  a  successful  and  re¬ 
spected  lawyer  and  popular  club  man — 

“Grosvenor  P.  Lowrey,  senior  member  of  the  law  firm  of  Lowrey,  Stone  &  Auerbach 
of  No.  3  Broad  Street,  died  suddenly  at  his  home  No.  121  Madison  Ave.  Thursday 
night  from  apoplexy.  He  had  been  at  his  office  as  usual  during  the  day,  but  com¬ 
plained  of  feeling  ill  during  the  afternoon,  though  he  did  not  think  anything  serious 
was  the  matter.  He  retired  early  and  was  talking  with  members  of  the  family  in 
his  bedroom  at  nine  o’clock  when  he  sank  into  a  coma  and  died  in  ten  minutes 
“The  announcement  of  his  death  was  a  great  shock  to  the  legal  fraternity  of  this 
city.  Judge  Lacombe  of  the  United  States  Court,  delivered  a  enlogy  on  Mr.  Lowrey 
and  adjourned  court  as  a  tribute  to  his  memory  and  Judge  Patterson,  in  the  Su¬ 
preme  Court  spoke  feelingly  of  the  dead  lawyer  from  the  bench  and  also  adjourned 
court.  “Mr.  Lowrey  was  born  in  North  Egremont,  Mass.  September  25,  1831,  and 
gained  his  legal  education  in  a  law  office  at  Easton,  Pa.  Upon  the  breaking  out 
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of  the  Kansas  rebellion  Mr.  Lowrey  went  to  that  state,  then  territory,  as  the  pri¬ 
vate  secretary  of  Governor  Reeder  and  took  an  active  part  on  the  Northern  side 
throughout  the  struggle — 

■  Founded  Leavenworth 

“He  was  noe  of  the  founders  of  the  City  of  Leavenworth  and  came  to  this  city 
about  thirty-five  years  ago,  where  with  ex-judge  John  K.  Porter,  George  W.  Soren 
and  Charles  Francis  Stone  he  formed  the  firm  of  Porter,  Lowrey,  Soren  and  Stone, 
which  continued  until  1881  when  it  was  dissolved  on  account  of  the  ill  health  of 
Judge  Porter  and  the  retirement  of  Mr.  Soren.  Mr.  Stone,  Joseph  S.  Auerbach  and 
Richard  W.  Stevenson  were  the  other  members  of  the  succeeding  partnership — 

“In  the  course  of  his  career  Mr.  Lowrey  had  been  the  legal  adviser  of  many  great 
corporations,  amoug  them  being  Wells,  Fargo  &  Co.,  the  Western  Union  Telegraph 
Co.,  the  Gilbert  Elevated  Railroad  and  its  successor,  the  Metropolitan  Elevated 
Railroad  Co.  He  became  acquainted  with  T.  A.  Edison  through  his  connection  with 
the  Western  Union  Telegraph  Co.  and  was  president  of  the  original  Edison  Com¬ 
pany  and  recently  won  a  suit  brought  by  the  Edison  people  to  defend  their  patents 
on  the  carbon  filament  in  the  incandescent  electric  light. 

“He  was  associated  with  Allan  G.  Thurman  as  counsel  for  the  United  States 
Government  in  its  unsuccessful  effort  to  break  the  Bell  Telephone  monopoly’s  pat¬ 
ents  a  few  years  ago  and  did  all  the  legal  work  in  connection  with  the  establish¬ 
ment  of  the  New  York  City  and  Northern  Railroad. 

Supporter  of  Cleveland 

“Mr.  Lowrey  was  a  member  of  the  Manhattan,  Union  League,  Lawyers,  Reform  and 
Racquet  and  Tennis  Clubs.  He  was  a  Republican  from  the  time  of  the  war,  but 
changed  his  politics  when  Cleveland  was  nominated  the  first  time.  Though  he  has 
been  a  strong  supporter  of  the  president  ever  since,  he  has  never  sought  public 
office — Mr.  Lowrey  was  a  Swedenborgian. 

“He  was  marrjed  twice,  his  first  wife  being  Miss  Laura  Tryon — She  died  about 
eighteen  years  ago  and  a  few  years  later  he  married  Miss  Kate  Armour,  daughter 
of  Chief  Justice  Armour  of  the  Queen’s  Bench,  Toronto,  Canada,  who  survives  him 
— Mr.  Lowrey  leaves  seven  children,  three  sons  and  two  daughters  by  his  first  wife 
and  a  son  and  daughter  by  his  widow’’. 

From  “Fifty  Years  Ago — A  monograph  on  The  Edison  Electric  Light  Company  and 
Mr.  Grosvenor  P.  Lowrey’’  By  Francis  Jelil,  Edison  Pioneer,  printed  but  not 
published,  by  order  of  the  association,  New  York,  1928.” 

“As  a  director  of  The  Edison  Electric  Light  Company,  Mr.  Lowrey  rendered  dis¬ 
tinguished  and  conspicuous  legal  service  during  those  critical  days  when  infringes 
strove  to  snatch  away  from  Edison  the  fruits  of  his  labors,  and  there  was  no  one 
that  advocated  with  more  honest  vehemency  the  justice  of  the  Edison  cause. 
When  Edison’s  merits  were  assailed  by  others  through  legal  technicalities  and  even 
fraud,  Lowrey  fought  those  legal  battles  with  indomitable  and  unrelenting  efforts 
and  his  success  helped  greatly  to  open  the  right  and  just  path  for  the  development 
of  the  industry.  No  man  was  more  thoroughly  convinced  of  the  justice  of  Edison’s 
claims,  for  lie  had  god-fathered  Edison’s  great  work  and  personally  watch  every 
step  of  the  progress.” 
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MILLARD  FAMILY 

By  an  act  of  General  Court,  June  10,  1808,  Joshua  Millard,  Peter  Millard,  Joshua 
Millard  Jr.,  Walter  Millard,  Albion  Millard,  Herman  Millard,  Joshiah  Millard,  James 
Baldwin,  and  others  with  families  and  estates  were  incorporated  into  a  religious 
society  by  the  name  of  “The  Baptist  Society  in  Egremont”. 

From  clipping  regarding  history  of  the  North  Egremont  Baptist  Church: 

“In  1807  the  seed  was  sown  for  a  separate  Egremont  Baptist  Society,  such  was  in¬ 
corporated  the  next  year.  Rev.  John  Nichols  being  the  elder  at  the  time.  Daniel 
Sherwood  was  ordained  in  1810  as  first  pastor. 

“In  1816  it  was  voted  to  build  a  meeting  house  the  size  of  the  one  in  West  Stock- 
bridge,  44x36.  A  controversy  as  to  its  location  followed  it  being  settled  by  Joshua 
Millard  saying  “I  gave  a  great  cow  for  that  land.  I  have  deeded  it  to  the  Baptist 
Society,  and  I  cannot  take  it  back,  if  I  do  anything  for  the  building  I  shall  do  it 
there  and  nowhere  else’’.  The  money  was  to  be  raised  by  subscription,  it  was  voted 
that  hands  that  sawed  and  hewed  timber  for  the  church  should  have  50  cents  a 
day; the  men  that  looked  out  the  lumber,  $1.00  per  day.  People  came  from  miles 
around  every  day,  to  help.  Elder  Sherwood  worked  with  the  rest,  and  women  furn¬ 
ished  dinner  each  day  for  all  who  came.”

“The  clipping  from  a  history  of  the  North  Egremont  Baptist  Church  shows  that  one 
of  my  great  grandfathers  gave  the  land  for  the  church  and  helped  build  it,  so  Frank 
(Moler)  has  nothing  on  me  except  the  free  meals  his  ancestor  gave  to  the  congre¬ 
gation.”

EiBENEZER  BALDWIN,  born  at  Malden,  Massachusettes,  August  1,  1713,  was  an  early 
settler.  He  was  a  farmer. 

His  son,  James  Baldwin,  was  born  in  1759  at  the  old  homestead,  in  what  is  now 
(1885)  known  as  Baldwin  Hill.  James  Baldwin  married  three  times,  first  when 
quite  young.  He  reared  five  sons. 

1.  Ephraim,  born  September  12,  1789,  died  June  1,  1863,  who  inherited  a  quality 
of  great  executive  ability  from  his  father.  He  was  made  a  Colonel  during  the 
War  of  1812.

Dimmis  Earner,  who  survived  him.  His  death  occurred  June  1,  1863.  They 
reared  six  children,  only  four  of  whom  attained  a  mature  age,  and  only  two 
of  whom  were  living  in  1885,  Levi  of  California,  and  Mrs.  Julia  F.  Rounds  of 
Egremont.

His 
mother  and  stepfather  Peter  Ferris,  gave  him  deed  to  land  in  Stamford  on  the 


plains  east  of  the  Noroton  River  on  February  10,  1724,  records  of  1734,  earmark 
of  Sam.  Jr.  entered  at  Stamford  on  December  27,  1732.  On  April  29,  1735  he  (then 
called  Sam.  Jr.)  bought  the  rights  of  his  three  sisters  to  the  meadows  in  Stamford 
(except  land  at  Shippen)  that  were  their  father’s;  and  the  same  day  sold  them  his 
right  in  land  that  was  Joseph  Hoyt’s.  Samuel  Jr.  sold  land  at  “Wescots”  and  bought 
land  on  Noroton  Hill,  the  same  year  1735;  and  sold  land  east  of  the  Noroton  River 
in  1737.  Samuel  Jr.  and  Mary  sold  other  land  in  1749.  They  received  in  1743,  one 
fifth  of  the  estate  of  her  brother  Samuel  Blachley  Jr.  who  died  without  issue.  Her 


father  Samuel  Blachley  Sr.  by  his  Will  in  1756  gave  his  mansion,  house,  barn,  etc.  to 
his  grandson  Joseph  Blachley,  son  of  Joseph  deceased,  and  one  quarter  of  his  estate 
to  his  daughter  Mary,  wife  of  Sergeant  Samuel  Hoyt.

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MILLS  FAMILY 

The  Mills  family  came  from  Yorkshire,  England.  Some  of  the  name  are  of  Holland 
extraction,  the  first  to  come  to  America  being  Peter  Vander  Muelin  (from  the 
Mills),  who  settled  in  Windsor,  Connecticut,  where  the  family  took  the  English 
name  of  Mills.  The  English  family  can  be  traced  back  to  the  DeMolis  founded  in 
1083,  in  Devon,  England,  the  name  being  derived  from  Meulles  of  Normandy.  Mem¬ 
bers  of  the  family  bearing  that  name  went  to  England  with  William  the  Conqueror 
in  1066.  The  name  has  been  several  times  changed,  being  Milne  in  1530,  Mills  in 
1560,  Millne  in  1584,  Milles  in  1612,  and  Mylle  from  1627  to  1665,  these  being  found 
in  the  records  at  Yorkshire,  England. 

John  Mills  came  with  Governor  Winthrop  to  Massaehusettes  in  1629  or  1630,  his 
name  appearing  thirty  third  on  the  roll  of  the  first  church  of  Boston.  He  became 
a  freeman  of  Boston  in  1632,  but  later  moved  to  Braintree,  Massaehusettes.  His  will 
was  made  in  1670  and  he  left  his  estate  to  his  sou  John.

Farther  south  there  was  an  early  settlement  made  by  Mr.  John  McCord,  the  father 
of  Andred  McCord,  Esquire,  of  the  last  generation,  on  the  farm  now  owned  by 
Colonel  Wilbur. 

From  the  same  source — 

Andrew  McCord.  This  gentleman  was  a  plain,  unostentatious  farmer,  who,  by  a  long 
course  of  honest  industry  and  intelligent  discharge  of  private  and  public  duties,  en- 
deai  ed  himself  to  all  of  his  fellow  citizens  with  whom,  he  became  acquainted.  He 
was  mild,  pleasant  and  even  tempered,  polite  and  gentlemanly. 

As  the  legitimate  consequence  of  a  virtuous  private  and  public  life,  offices  of  honor 
were  conferred  upon  him,  which  he  discharged  with  fidelity  and  to  the  satisfaction 
of  his  constituents.  Mr.  McCord  belonged  to  the  Republican  Party  in  politics;  and 
was  elected  to  Congress  in  1803.  After  his  term  was  out  his  friends  were  so  pleased 
with  his  conduct  that  they  elected  him  in  1805  to  the  State  Legislature  and  contin¬ 
ued  him  in  1806  and  1807.  The  last  year  served  in  that  office  he  was  elected  Speaker 
of  the  House,  no  small  compliment  to  his  character  in  that  early  day.  Nominations 
and  elections  to  office  were  more  pure  and  free  willed  then  than  at  present.  The 
beaten  path  to  public  favor  was  then  guarded  by  broad  expression  of  the  popular 
will,  and  if  a  candidate  could  not  command  it,  his  chance  of  election  was  small  in¬ 
deed,  for  the  mere  force  of  party  could  not  elect  him  as  now. 

Included  in  names  of  persons  on  the  town  record  as  early  as  1767  was  John  McCord. 
Andrew  McCord,  son-in-law  of  John  Thomson  of  Goshen,  Orange  County.  Mentioned 
in  John  Thomson’s  will  as  executor,  proved  July  30,  1778  Orange  County,  N.  Y.
